According to previous information covering the same period, the 
BRATISLAVA airfield was assumed to be occupied much more heavily than 
now stated. It had been believed that both formations eqiipped with jet 
fighters in addition to a fighter pilot school for the retraining 
with jet aircraft were stationed at the field. The type aircraft 
represented on the attached sketch can easily be recognized as the 
MIG-9;, which was previously observed- .Swept- back jet fighters were not 
mentioned in this report, further information is required for a clear 
picture of the occupation of this field.
